AS  IT  presently  stands  the 
senators  will  have  been  invited 
to  a banquet  in  the  Smith  ban- 
quet hall  at  6 p.m. 

The  loyalty  oath  issue  has 
been  investigated  by  mem- 
bers of  the  grea^r  community 
committee  and  involves  a policy 
of  the  National  Students  Assoc- 
iation. The  NSA  has  urged  stu- 
dentbodys  throughout  the  na- 
tion to  support  a move  to  have 
the  disclaimer^  affidavit  stricken 
from  National  Defense  Education 
Act  (NDEA). 

NDEA  requires  all  applicants  for 
government  education  to  1)  sign 
an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Un- 
'ited  States  and  2)  sign  an  affi- 
davit (disclaimer)  stating  they 
do  not  believe  in,  support,^r  be- 
long to  any  subversive  organiza- 
tions advocating  the  overthrow 
of  the  U.S.  constitutional  govern- 
ment. 

In  a poll  taken  in  the  Daily 
Universe  by  the  investigating 
committee,  BYU  students  voted 
two  to  one  to  favor  the  retention 
: of  the  disclaimer  affidavit,  in  op- 
position to  the  NSA  stand,  ac- 
cording to  Duane  Larsen,  com- 
mittee head. 

IN  THE  action  on  the  IOC  bill 
senate  president  Diane  Hatch 
will  be  attempting  to  get  a two 
thirds  vote  of  the  senators  to 
override  the  veto.  The  bill,  pass- 
ed a few  weeks  ago  by  the  sen- 
ate, places  the  IOC  under  juris- 
diction of  the  senate  and  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  but  not 
under  the  executive  branch  of 
the  studentbody  government. 

The  bill  was  framed  following 
a dispute  involving  the  IOC 
Court  and  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  Supreme  Court  set  a prece- 
dent in  accepting  an  appeal  by 
the, Oregon  Club  following  a de- 
cision by  the  IOC  Court.

Officials  to  Air 
Spy  Incident 


WASHINGTON,  May  9.— (UPI)—  President  Eisenhow- 
er meets  with  his  top  advisers  today  in  a secret  session  ex- 
pected to  deal  with  domestic  and  international  problems  rais- 
ed by  an  admitted  U.  S.  espionage  flight  over  Russia. 


A meeting  of  the  National  Security  Council,  composed 
of  the  pi'esident,  vice  president,  secretary  of  state,  defense 
secretary  and  defense  mobilizer,  was  scheduled  for  2 :30  p.m. 
The  council  could  hardly  ignore  the  furor  at  home  and  abroad 
stemming  from  the  plane  incident. 

EISENHOWER,  facing  demands  in  congress  for  an  ex- 
planation of  the  handling  of  the  intelligence  flight,  also  had 
an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  situation  with  a group  of  GOP 
congressmen  invited  to  a White  House  breakfast.  The  break- 
fast was  one  of  a series  with  Republican  legislators. 

Soviet  Premier  Nikita  -6.  Khrushchev  announced  Thurs- 
day that  the  American  plane  had  been  shot  down.  The  first 
official  U.S.  reaction  waS  that  a weather  observation  plane 
might  have  flown  over  the  Russian-Turkish  border  when  the 
pilot  became  unconscious  from  lack  of  oxygen. 

ON  FRIDAY  Khrushchev  said  that  the  pilot,  Francis  G. 
Powers  of  Round,  Va.,  had  been  captured  alive  and  had  ad- 
mitted he  was  on  an  espionage  mission.  The  state  department 
conceded  Saturday  that  the  plane  “probably”  was  on  an  in- 
telligence flight. 


The  U.S.  admission  shocked  America’s  European  allies 


.and  angered  congressmen  who 
questioned  how  such  a flight 
could  be  allowed  to  take  place 
just  before  the  scheduled  sum- 
mit conference. . 

MEMBERS  OF  congress  were 
irked  particularly  because  the 
flight  into  Russia  was  made,  as 
the  state  department  said,  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  other  Washington  offic- 
ials. 

Eisenhower  held  an  unusual 
Sunday  conference  with  Secre- 
tary of  State  Christian  A.  Herter, 
presumably  to  talk  about  the 
new  strain  put  on  U.S. -Soviet  re- 
lations by  the  incident. 

No  information  was  forthcom- 
ing from  the  meeting,  however. 
Both  the  White  House  and  the 
state  departmeht  maintained  a 
strict  silence  on  the  subject  fol- 
lowing Saturday’s  statement. 

TODAY’S  Security  Council 
session  was  being  held  three  days 
earlier  than  usual.  The  White 
House  said  the  timing  had  no 
connection  with  the  plane  inci- 
dent but'  the  meeting  had  been 
moved  up  because  of  the  presi- 
dent’s scheduled  departure  Sat- 
urday for  Paris.  ' 

In  contrast  to  the  silence  en- 
V e 1 o p i n g the  administration, 
members  of  congress  from  both 
political  parties  demanded  a full 
investigation  of  all  circumstan- 
ces surrounding  the  flight. 

One  Republican  legislator, 
who  insisted  that  his  remarks  be 
•‘off  the  record,”  used  such  terms 
as  “dumb”  and  “stupid”  to  des- 
cribe the  state  department’s 
handling  of  the  affair.

y Creamery  Provides 
Student  MUk  Experience

Between  6 a.m.  and  1 p.m. 
each  day,  the  Brigham  Young 
University  Creamery  processes 
enough  milk  to  supply  all  school 
cafeterias,  besides  regular  stu- 
dent and  faculty  customers. 

THE  CREAMERY  was  estab- 
lished in  1949  and  set  up  origin- 
ally as  a teaching  unit  for  the 
Animal  Husbandry  Dept.  Under 
the  direction  of  Clay  Larsen, 
plant  superintendent,  and  Bill 
Hoskisson,  plant  director,  the 
Creamery  ^serves  as  an  instruc- 
tional lab  where  students  are 
taught  the  manufacture  of  dairy 
products. 

It  also  provides  a convenient 
place  for  faculty  members  and 
students  to  buy  milk,  bread  and 
other  dairy  products. 

COWS  FROM  THE  BYU  dairy 
farms  in  Provo  and  Spanish 
Fork  provide  the  milk.  The  cows 
are  milked  by  machine  and  the 
milk  is  placed  directly  into' stain- 
less steel  tanks  and  taken  to  the 
Creamery. 


BYU  Students 
Set  New  Record 
For  Lost  Coats 

Students  have  achieve.d  a new 
record  for  losing  coats  and  | 
sweaters,  said  Capt.  Leonard 
Christensen  of  the  Security  De-., 
partment. 

THIS  UNUSUAL  high  loSs  of 
wraps  is  probably  due  to  the 
changing  spring  weather,  he 
said.  Students  wear  coats  dur- 
ing the  cold  mornings  but  by 
the  time  the  weather  has  warm- 
ed up  in  the  afternoon  they  for- 
get they  brought  them  to  school. 

He  encouraged  students  to 
check  and  see  if  they  were  miss- 
ing anything  as  lost  and  misplac- 
ed articles  are  disposed  of  after 
several  weeks  if  the  owners  have 
not  called  for  them. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  has  first 
choice  to  items  being  disposed 
of.  Articles  such  as  books  are 
given  to  the  library  or  to  the 
heads  of  departments  and  clothes 
are  used  by  the  Program  Bureau 
and  College  of  Fine  Arts  for 
costumes. 

Miscellaneous  goods  are  given 
to  the  State  Mental  Hospital,  the 
American  Fork  Training  School, 
and  other  charitable  organiza- 
tions. 


At  the  Creamery,  the  milk  is 
pasteurized  and  homogenized. 
Milk  is  pasteurized  to  kill  any 
disease-producing  organisms  that 
may  be  in  the  milk  and  to  make 
it  safe  for  drinking.  It  takes  19 
seconds  for  the  milk  to  travel 
through  the  pasteurizer  which 
is  heated  to  a temperature  of 
170  degrees  F. 

THE  HOMOGENIZER  breaks 
up  fat  globules  into  very  small 
particles  and  distributes  them 
evenly  throughout  the  milk.  This 
process  makes  milk  taste  better 
and  prevents  the  cream  from 
rising  to  the  top  of  the  bottle 
said  Hoskisson. 

The  milk  is  then  cooled  and 
put  into  dispenser  cans  for  the 
cafeterias  or  bottled  for  sale.  It 
is  now  ready  for  consumer  use. 

SOME  MILK  is  run  through 
a device  called  a separator.  This 
machine  separates  whole  milk 
into  cream  and  skim  milk.  Skim 
milk  is  very  popular  in  some' 
homes,  said  Hoskisson.  The 
cream  is  sold  for  table  use  or 
employed  in  the  making  of  ice 
Cream. 

All  flavors  of  ice  cream,  from 
th§  old  favorites  of  vanilla  and 
chocolate  to  new  blends  such  as 
black  walnut  and  cherry  bur 
gundy  are  made  at  the  Cream- 
ery. Ice  cream  is  made  from  a 
mixture  of  milk,  cream,  sugar 
and  flavoring. 

THE  MIXTURE  is  frozen- in 
a continuous  ice  cream  freezer. 
If  an  ice  cream  such  as  almond 
toffee  or  black  walnut  is  to  be 
made,  the  mixture  then  passes 
through  the  “fruit  feeder”  which 
distributes  the  nuts,  fruit, 
candy  evenly  throughout  the 
mixture.  It  is  then  packaged  and 
put  into  the  “sharp”  room  to 
harden. 

Each  day  the  Creamery  must 
be  completely  scrubbed  and  san- 
itized to  meet  Utah  County 
Health  Dept,  regulations.  The 
Creamery  is  *also  checked  per- 
iodically by  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service. 

Besides  milk  and  ice  cream, 
the  Creamery  sells  bread,  but- 
ter, fruit  beverages,  eggs  and 
cottage  cheese.  It  is  open  from 
10  a.m.  to  6 p.m.  Monday 
through  Friday  and  10  a.m.  un- 
til 2 p.m.  on  Saturdays.
